In foreign capitals members of 
American colonies displayed 
the 
Stars and Stripes on their homes 
and business places and 
invited 


citizens of ttteir adopted country to 
join in their celebrations. 
President Hoover and his family 


elected to spend the day quietly 
•within the white house grounds, 
but his fellow citizens by hundreds 
of thousands planned more elab- 
orate and strenuous celebrations. 
The order of the day In observ- 


ance of a "new fashioned" Fourth 
appeared to be to go somewhere, 
with seaside, lake and mountain 
resorts the favorite objectives. 
Airplane Transportation. 


Airplanes, for the first time to a 


noticeable extent, shared with rail- 
roads, steamships, bus lines and 
private motor, cars, in the task of 
transporting the legions ^f pleasure 
seekers.

Philadelphia, 
Independence 


Hall, where the hlstqrlc document 
was signed July 4, 1776, was the 
center of civic celebration. Mayor 
Hfirry Mackey ordered that the bell 
in the tower sound 153 strokes at 
midnight and that at noon the nu- 
merals 1-5-3 be sounded on it.

TO BE NECESSARY 


GREAT DOCUMENT SHOULD 


BE DRILLED INTO CHIL- 
DREN SAYS BAR HEAD 


AMARILLO, July 4.—(flV Thor- 


ough understanding of the consti- 
tution of the United States, 
the 
bulwark of liberty of the wealth- 
iest and most powerful of all na- 
tions, should be brought home to 
every child and adult In the coun- 
try, W. M. Crook of Beaumont, 
president of the Texas Bar associa- 
tion, said in an address here to- 
day. 
Delivering his annual message 


before a point meeting of the Tex- 
as and New Mexico Bar associa- 
tions, in yearly session, Mr. Crook 
said the emphasis recently placed, 
through publicity mediums, upon 
this question as a means of at- 
taining better citizenship had con- 
vinced the American people of Its 
Importance. The Texas body, he 
. declared, should provide for a 


standing committee to arouse in- 
terest in and devise means for the 
study of the constitution. 


The association also should ex- 


ert a helpful influence in the se- 
lection of Judges, the speaker con- 
tinued. A special committee on ju- 
dicial selection to consider meth- 
ods and means to this end should 
be appointed and Instructed to re- 
port at the next meeting. 
Mr. Crook urged, also, that a 


special committee on aviation law 
be provided. Lawyers, he said, are 
being called upon to consider prop- 
erty rights growing out of new laws 
resulting from 
sir transportation, 


radio communication and other re- 
cent inventions.

allowed on Cuban sugar, the Utah 
Senator has prepared a tentative 
substitute for the fixed duty. 


Instead of the fixed duty of 1.78 


cents a pounds now levied on Cub- 
an sugar, or the 2.40-cent rate pro- 
posed in the house bill which the 
committee Is considering, his plan 
calls for a 'sliding -scale from one 
cent to 2.40 centsf rising as the 
price of sugar declines, and vice 
versa.

TUMULTOUS WELCOME GREETS 


SPANISH FLYERS AND THEIR 
BRITISH RESCUERS IN MADRID 


MADRID, Spain, July 4.—vTV-The 


Spanish trans-Atlantic fliers and the 
five 
British officers of H. M. S. 


Kagle who saved them after being 
seven days lost in mid-Atlantic near 
the Azores came to Madrid togeth- 
ur on a special train from Algeciraa 
today to be greeted with an ovation 
such as this capital rarely has seen. 


Madrid sleeps late ordinarily, but 


today at dawn thousands were 
crowded around the railway station 
waiting to see Major Ramon Fran- 
co, his three companions and their 
British rescuers, when finally the 
train arrived from Igeciras, a small 
city opposite Gibraltar, they broke 
through the police lines and crowd- 
od onto the station platform. 


The human avalanche swept aside 
the train porters, employees, and 
passengers 
attempting to alight, 
ind kicked luggage from the plat- 
forms. Their roars drowned every 
other 
sounds, 
even the engine 
whistles and the brass bands. The 
large official representation which 
had planned a dignified greeting 
and welcome was lost in the shuffle 


Outside the station the crush was 
just as bad, with the crowds ex- 
tending back solidly for half a mile. 
The aviators and the British guests, 
who Included Captain Laurence, D. 
S. O., and Lieutenant R. A. Kilroy, 
cf the Eagle were shoved through 
to automobiles which drove them 
to the Palace hotel.

LABOR GOVERNMENT 
TAKES REINS; KING 
ISENfAT OPENING 


LITTLE OF SOCIALISTIC NA- 


TURE IN OUTLINE OF 


LABOR'S POLICIES 


LONDON, July 2. (AP) 


—Great Britain's new labor 
government today formally 
embarked upon its adminis- 
tration with the opening of 
parliament, the. sixth in the 
reign of George V. and the 
presentation of the speech 
from the throne in which labor's 
policies were publicly outlined. 
The scene in the 
upper 
house 


where the king's spech was read by 
Lord Chancellor Sankey in front 
of the empty throne was one of 
the simplest and quietest in many 
years. It was the first time since 
1900 
that parliament had opened 


In the absence of the 
sovereign. 


Although King George had return- 
ed to London yesterday, it was not 
deemed advisable for him to make 
the effort of reading the speech 
himself. 
. 


Seated before the vacant seat of 
his majesty were the royal commis- 
sion of five acting for the king. In 
their scarlet and ermine robes they 
provided the only vivid color in the 
solemn chamber. 
On their right 


sat the Archbishop of Canterbury 
and six other lords spiritual. Op- 
posite the bishops were perhaps fif- 
ty peers in the 
usual 
morning 
dress. 


Commons Present. 
The lord chancellor, president of 
the commissioners, despatched a 
summons for the commons to at- 
tend and when members stood be- 
fore the bar of lords the five com- 
missioners saluted them by raising 
their three-cornored black velvet 
hats three times. 


Then while the members of the 
other chamber stood, Lord Chancel- 
lor Sankey, still seated, read and 
delivered the ministerial 
declara- 


tion. 
There was absolute silence 
among those on the floor and In 
the galleries as the crisp tones re- 
vealed labor's administrative pro- 
gram. 


General opinion was the Speech 
had little that was startlingly so- 
cialistic, and save in a few 
in- 
stances might have been the pro- 
gram, of any 
recently preceding 
conservative or liberal ministry. 


Russian Relation^. 


Among promises made were that 
there would be efforts toward dis- 
armament, recognition diplomatlc- 
jally and resumption of trade rela- 
tions of soviet 
Russia, improve- 


ment of unemployment, and inves- 
tigation of numerous industrial ills. 


The first sentence of the speech 
after its introduction was that "my 
relations with foreign powers con- 
tinue ,to be friendly" the address 
then mentioned favorable conclu- 
sions of reparations agreement and 
preparation for a second confer- 
ence of governments which should 
climax its work with arranging for 
evacuation of the Rhlneland. 
It said of disarmament: "Conver- 


sations have commenced with the 
ambassador of the United States 
of America on the subject of naval 
disarmament In consequence 
of 
which It is the earnest hope of my

ment which would supersede the 
Dawes plan: 


"We shall go back on none of 
our contracts, but we shall in fu- 
ture arrangements not forget that 
the Just business interest of our na- 
tion cannot be sacrificed." 
The prime minister dealt «xten- 


sively with Great Britain's foreign 
relations, particularly those with 
America. This 
government, he 
said, had two dominating concerns, 
first, relief of unemployment and 
social betterment, 
and. second, 
peace and security by the cordial 
co-operation of the nations of the 
world. 
Essential to the latter was a bet- 
ter understanding with America. 
"So far as American is concern- 
ed," continued tho premier, "the 
conversations that have been start- 
ed are purely of a preliminary and 
exploratory character. All our past 
experience shows 
how necessary 
that is, If we are to succeed in an 
object which I am perfectly cer- 
tain is common to America and 
ourselves." -

FLOWERS, SHRUBS AND TREES 


PBiJING OF CLIMBING ROSES 
By FURMAN LLOYD MULFORD 
(U. S. Department of Agriculture) 


Climbing roses should be pruned 


as soon as they are through flow- 
ering, or the long sprays may be 
cut while In 6loom for indoor de- 
coration, without fear of injury to 
the plant. 
This year's flowers have come on 


shoots- that have sprung from wood 
of last year's growth and likewise 
flowers of the next year will be 
borne on canes that will-be formed 
latbr thi 
year. 
E v e r y possible encouragement 


should be given to the formation 
af vigorous new shoots 'this year. 
At blooming time many of these 
already have started as vigorous 
young suckers from near the base 
of the plant They may he stimu- 
lated by cutting away all the wood 
that has borne blossoms as soon 
as the flowers are fading or before'. 


This should Include not only the 
shoots that have borne the flowers 
but also the year's canes 
from 


which they sprung. With, the re- 
moval of this 
old wood all the 


strength of the plant will go Into 
producing new wood for flowering 
next year. 
Where a fence or other low sup- 
port Is to be covered, encourage as 
many shoots'as possible; over a 
gateway or other high support, re- 
duce the number of canes per- 
mitted to grow to three or four.

FIELDS INCREASES 


TULSA, July 2.—OR—Crude oil 


production in virtually all major 
fields in the United States, and 
especially In Oklahoma and Cal- 
ifornia, spurted to the front dur- 
ing the week ending June 29 to 
compile a total increase of approx- 
imately 38,093 barrels in excess of 
tbe total estimated dally average 
production for the country during 
the week ended June 23, according 
to the Oil and Gas Journal. 


This increase was 
entirely In 
light oil. 
Heavy production re- 


mained constant. The grand total 
estimated dally'average production 
was 2,828,222 barrels

SHIPPING INSECTS 
FROM TEXAS FAR OFF 


SOUTH CONTINENT 


UVALDE, July 4. —W— Thirty- 


five cases of Insects have just 
been shipped 
from 
Uvalde con- 


signed to Australia where they are 
to be liberated by the government 
In an effort to destroy the prickly 
pear. 
The shipment, valued at $3500, 


weighed 6,894 pounds, and the ex- 
press charges 
to San Francisco 


amounted to about $565. A num- 
ber of smaller consignments have 
been made In the past. 
For several years the Australian 


government 
has 
maintained in- 


vestigators in this section to ex- 
periment with insects which live 
A the prickly pear. ' The climate 
aikhis section is said to be quite 
similar to that of Australia where 
millions of acres of land are cov- 
ered with 
dense 
prickly 
pear 
growths. 
These growths are 
so 
thick in some sections that a rab- 
bit cannot get through, according 
to R. C. Mundell, In charge of the 
work here. 
In the experiments here Insects 


are caught and Investigations con- 
ducted with various kinds of vege- 
tation to ascertain what they eat. 
Insects found which eat nothing 
but prickly pear are placed 
in 


ventilated 
cases 
for 
shipment. 


They are fed on the pear after 
their capture and until released In 
far away Australia. 
Three distinct specjes are being 


shipped at present, the most num- 
erous being the beetle-like insect 
known to the scientific world as 
"Moneilema ulkei," which devours 
roots and tops of the plants. An- 
other, the "Asphondylia," destroys 
the prickly pear seed. The third 
is known as "Caterpillar Milltara," 
of which there are three species. 


In recent years several thousand 


acres 
have 
been 
reclaimed 
in 
ptralia by the "Insect" 'method, 
fcrding to Mr. Mundell. Insect 
•Sstigations are under way in

AUSTIN, July 3. (AP) — 


Senator Thomas B. Love of 
Dallas formally announced 
his candidacy for governor, 
subject to the 1930 demo- 
cratic primaries today. 


"With malice toward none, and 
charity for all, I shall be a candi- 
date for governor as an anti-Tam- 
many democrat," he said in a state- 
ment. "I have a message to carry 
to the people, and I know of no 
other way to do it. 


"During the past 
few months, 


literally thousands of men and wo- 
men, in all sections of Texas, have 
expressed their desire that I be- 
come a candidate, and I feel the 
time has now come when my friends 
and my enemies as well, are en- 
titled to know that I 
choose to 


run." 
Senator Love 
was 
one of the 
democrats who campaigned Texas 
for Herbert Hoover for president 
last fall. He condemned Governor 
Alfred E. Smith, democratic nomi- 
nee, for his Tammany connections 
and anti-prohibition views. 
Resigned to "Scratch" 
Love Is a former national demo- 
cratic commltteeman from Texas 
and resigned his place to "scratch" 
tne party ticket In Texas when Mrs. 
Miriam A. Ferguson was the nomi- 
nee for governor. 
He was a candidate for the nomi- 
nation for lieutenant governor In 
the democratic primaries last sum- 
mer and got Into the run off with 
Lieutenant Governor Barry Miller, 
also of Dallas. His name had been 
barred from the ballots In 
some 
counties because of his announced 
intention to scratch the democratic 
presidential electors. 
The state executive 
committee 
.was considering removing his name 
from the run off ballots when Lieu- 
tenant Governor Miller requested it 
be placed there.

HOUSTON YOUTH SLAIN AND 
YOUNG WOMAN COMPANION IS 
SHOT BY UNKNOWN ATTACKER 


HOUSTON, July 3—(W—Charles 


Gough, 22, was killed and his girl 
companion was critically wounded 
in a mysterious shooting at Mor- 
gan's Point late last night. 


Miss Lillian Bissitt, 18, Is at a 
hospital. 


According to her statement to 


officers, a man approached their 
parked car and attempted to drag 
her from the car. Gauge 
resisted 


the man's efforts and both he and 
the girl was shot. 


A posse of county officers are 


looking for the slayer. 


C. H. Gouge, 22, shot through the 


heart and lungs, crumpled to the 
ground dead at the feet of Miss Bls- 
sltt, 18, whose body also had re- 
ceived a bullet from the killer's- 
gun. 
Complete mystery veiled the slay- 


Ing. 
Officers, with hardly a clue 
to the identity of the killer, were 
scouring the waterfront, 
seeking 
a short, fat man seen 
prowling 
around parked automobiles a short 
time before the shooting. 
The slain youth was the son of a 
contractor. Miss Bissitt was a wait- 
ress in a Harrisburg cafe. 
The girl told officers a man ap- 
proached their roadster as it was 
parked near the bayshore-and at- 
tempted to drag her from the au- 
tomobile. Gouge resisted the attack 
and was shot through the side. 
Two shots were fired in rapid 
succession. More than a dozen per- 
sons were within a 100 yards of 
the coupl? when the killing occur- 
red. Gouge, a bullet wound in-the 
side, staggered to his feet, attempt- 


ing to aid the wounded girl, and 
then fell dead. 


The theory that the double shoot- 
ing was done by a revengeful lov- 
er was advanced in some quarters. 


A statement by Dr. D. R. Aves, 
who gave the girl medical atten- 
tion before she was rushed to a 
hospital, substantiated that theo- 
ry. 


"She said a jilted lover might 
have done the shooting," Dr. Aves 
said. "She said neither she nor the 
boy had been robbed." 


Miss Bissitt was unable to give 
a rational account of the experi- 
ence. 


Four Houstonians who were on 


a bathing party told officers they 
saw a man snooping around auto- 
mobiles as if he were searching 
for some one. When asked what he 
wanted the man mumbled, "noth- 
ing,, my brother-in-law 
has 
my 
car." 


Other persons substantiated the 
story regarding 
the 
mysterious 
snooper. 


The name of a former suitor who 


might have fired the shots was giv- 
en this afternoon by the girl. 


"I ceased going with him several 
weeks ago," 
Miss Bissitt 
said. 


"Since then he has always follow- 
ed me, no matter where I went. 
And last night he showed up right 
after the ambulance 
arrived and 
rode with me to the hospital.. 


"I don't know who could have 
phot us. unless It was he." 


Officers had arrested the suitor 
mentioned by Miss Bissitt before 
one made her statement, but he had 
been released. 


Pointers For The Efficient Farmer 


(By U. S. Dept. of Agriculture.) 


Feeder pigs have been In Increas- 


ed demand during the last 
few 


years, chiefly from, farmers 
in 


tho corn belt and from men who 
devote their time to the business of 
fattening 
pigs. 
Other demands 


ciime trim garbage feeding 
and 
scrum plants near large 
cities. 


Feeder pigs generally weigh 
from 


75 to 100 pounds, sometimes up to 
120 pounds. 


There now are on the market 
small, compact 
sets 
for testing 
soil acidity. These are easily han- 
dled and a farmer can test 
the 


fields himself. Many farms 
con- 


tain a variety of soils, and some- 
times only port of a field will bo 
acid. It Is well to make a number 
of soil-acidity tests 
In different 
parts of a field to avoid unneces- 
sary applications of lime. 


To determine 
fairly accurately 


the number of tons of hay in a 
stark, multiply the "over," or the 
distance from the ground on one 
side over the top to 'the ground on 
the other, by the 
width 
at the 
ground, then by the length, and 
then by 0.37. Generally 512 cubic 
feet of hay weighs one ton. 


A suckling colt that is" being 


broken soon will become accus- 
'tomed to the conditions and noises 
associated with work if he is tied 
to his mother's trace when she is 
worked. 
The tie can be made at 


the union of the back band and the 
trace and should be short enough 
to prevent the colt from getting 
in front of the team. This practice 
should be continued at short inter- 
vals and only until the colt is brok- 
en to lead. 


Garbage fed to hogs Is better 
given raw than 
cooked. 
Hogs 
show considerable discrimination 
in choosing parts of garbage that 
are valuable as feed, and if it is 
fed cooked they have no choice 
other than to eat the whole mass. 
Portions of garbage such as citrus- 
fruit rinds or coffee grounds are 
valueless as hog feed. 


Success is making good silage de- 


pends upon cutting the crop at the 
right stage, fine cutting, thorough 
exclusion of air and plenty 
of 


moisture In the cut material.

STARTS TALK ON 


TAX REDUCTIONS 


WASHINGTON, July 2. 


(AP)—The months of dis- 
cussion about tax reduction 
which are to come in con- 
gressional circles have al- 
ready begun, with the $185,- 
000,000 treasury surplus as 
the inspiration. 


Except an asertlon by Secretary 


Mellon that the question of rec- 
ommending reductions has not been 
considered, administration officials 
have withheld comment

AUSTIN, July 2. (AP) —

veto the appropriation bills 
and recall the legislature to 
meet in special session to- 
morrow. 


The governor stated that if the 
appropirations 
aggregate 
more 
than $50,000,000 he would be oblig- 
ed to veto them, since ho had as- 
certained definitely that revenue of 
the state for the next biennlum 
gculd not exceed $49,000,000. 
Four of the five major appropria- 


tion bills total $33,677,526, and the 
educational appropriation bill es- 
timated to carry from $16,500,000 to 
$17,000,000, is yet to come. In ad- 
dition, miscellaneous 
appropria- 


tions totaling more than $2,000,000 
have been voted by the regular and 
special sessions. 


The governor said the state au- 
tomatic tax board had convened in 
special session today to ascertain ] 
the available revenue for the bien- 
nlum and that it found with the 
maximum ad valorem levy 
re- 


ceipts could not possibly exceed 
$49,000,000. 


It would be asking too much of 


the governor for the legislature to 
expect him to veto some $3.00,000 
to $4,000,000 
from the bills, 
he 
said. 


Speaker W. S. Barron broke th» 
news gently to the house late to- 
day. 
As the members waited for 


the educational bill conference re- 
port, the speaker said. 


"I called the governor awhile ago 


to see if it would be safe to check 
out of the hotel, and after talking 
to him I have decided not to give 
up my room." 


AUSTIN, July 2.—W—As the leg- 


islature marked time today await- 
li : completion of the educational 
appropriation bill, there was no cor-, 
talnty that Governor Moody would 
not call a third special session to 
convene immediately. 


It was pointed out that he had 


not seen any of the major appro- 
priation bills and that should he 
find them in such form that ho 
could not cut out some Items in 
his paring process without injur- 
ing some department or education- 
al or eleemosyna»y institution, he 
would be constrained to veto the 
entire batch and send them back 
to the legislature with Instructions 
to keep them within the estimated

The governor would have twen- 


ty-four hours after adjournment 
to issue a call for a third session 
before the state would be required 
to pay mileage of members.

In the early desert experience of 


the Israelites there had been ah 
Incident 
Illustrating the 
same 


truth. Twelve spies had been sent 
up into Banaan from Kadesh-Bar- 
nea. 
Ten of them saw 
only 
the 


Giants and walled cities: two per- 
ceived their own spiritual power 
and mission and the might of their 
Guide and Protec'or. The person 
who looks only at difficulties, and 
ignores God's great purposes, will 
never prevail in life. Who are the 
men that are walling over our de- 
generate times? They are the ones 
who are engrossed with the phe- 
nomena of modern days and of tho 
Younger Generation, and ignoring 
the book and the nature of Him 
who is "the same yesterday, today 
and. forever." It is God-conscious- 
ness that creates faith; the "seeing 
Him who is invisible." Across the 
ages and the continents, Ezekiel, 
in a hard place and in a hard' time, 
bids us "Have fith in God." 


One Semintry's Failure. 


One of the first impulses of a 


young person who, perhaps at a 
Summer Conference, has resolved 
to dedicate himself to God's work 
is the desire to become a foreign 
missionary. He wants to fare forth 
afar, to minister to the millions 
who do not have the Gospel. 
In 


the case of ah occasional young 
man or woman, that may be a 
real "eal);" but most consecration 
must express itself in present cir- 
cumstances, and amidst the people 
nearest at hand. "The light that 
shines farthest shines -brightest at 
home." We may not miss the sig- 
nificance of our Lesson's message 
that Ezekiel was called to preach 
to his fellow exiles, and not to the 
Babylonian heathen. 


There are many men today who 


would rather, 
discuss 
universal 


peace than deal with the problems 
of their own parishes. It is less 
romantic, and a real more Ifflcult, 
to 
abolish 
unnelghborllness 
in 


one's Immediate community than to 
attend meetings 
upon world-dis- 


armament. I know a 
theological 


seminary which Is set alongside of 
a great university; and the young 
theologues study and debate ortho- 
dox and world 
problems—but do 


not count for anything at all In 
the lives of thousands of university 
students whom they see every day. 
I wonder how they expect a prellg- 
ion which, so far as their own ef- 


gram to be In the wooded city park 
where the legion has previously 
presented attractions which drew 
as many as ten thousand people.

We may not blink these impli- 


cations of our Lesson. Ezekiel was 
commissioner to his own Israelites, 
his neighbors in exile. Suppose all 
our churches would 
give 
them- 


selves to proclaiming the unques- 
tioned will of God to their own 
members What would be the ef- 
fect of such a quickened conscious- 
ness of God's 'right and of God's 
law? Perhaps the shortest, surest, 
swiftest route to the fulfillment of 
the larger mission of the Gospel 
is a revived Church, which 
has 


heard and heeded the prophet's pos- 
itive word, "Thus sailh the Lord."
